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CLASS   HISTORY 


On  a  beautiful  September  morning",  in  1934, 
one  hundred  fifty-six  young  people,  seventy-nine 
boys  and  seventy-seven  girls,  embarked  upon  a 
career  in  dear  old  Asheboro  High.  The  seas  into 
which  we  were  sailing  were  entirely  new  to  us. 
We  were  hi  led  with  delight  at  the  prospect  of 
the  voyage,  but  quaked  and  trembled  a  little  at 
the  thought  of  what  rocks  and  breakers  might 
be  ahead.  We  found  the  freshmen  crew  divided 
into  four  groups,  over  which  the  following  offi- 
cers presided:  Misses  Mabel  Robertson  and  Clara 
Gill,  Mrs.  J.  G.  Prevette,  and  Mr.  J.  J.  San- 
derson. 

We  had  some  rough  sailing  on  the  waters, 
finding  more  rocks  and  breakers  than  we  had 
expected.  We  knew  few  people  in  high  school, 
knew  nothing  of  our  responsibilities,  and  found 
the  work  much  harder  than  that  of  the  lower 
grades.  After  accustoming  ourselves  to  the  at- 
mosphere, we  sailed  smoothly  onward.  Under 
the  direction  of  the  higher  officers,  the  various 
groups  had  lower  officers  and  committees.  Eight 
of  the  boys  joined  the  Junior  Patrol.  They  were: 
Robert  Barnes,  Robert  McGlohon,  Tal  Rochelle, 
Jack  Pugh,  Harold  Walton,  Julius  Williams,  Da- 
vid Stedman,  and  Mahlon  King.  This  organiza- 
tion has  safe-guarded  many  pupils  coming  to  and 
from  school.  The  midget  football  team  was  also 
organized  among  the  crew  with  much  success. 
We  now  have  only  three  of  the  players  in  our 
class.  They  are:  Truett  Frazier,  Xoah  Burrows, 
and    Herbert    Richardson. 

Our  first  voyage  was  completed  in  May,  and 
we   separated    to   join    each    other   the   next    year. 

One  hundred  sixteen  pupils,  fifty-eight  boys 
and  fifty-eight  girls,  survived  the  first  voyage 
and  entered  into  the  second  with  much  delight 
at  the  prospect  of  lighter  sailing.  We  had  hard 
subjects  here  also,  but  we  had  been  in  the  at- 
mosphere for  a  year  and  knew  more  about  what 
was  expected  of  us.  We  had  three  Sophomore 
groups  here,  over  which  Officers  Mary  Little 
Steele,  Juanita  Taylor,  and  E.  C.  Swing,  presided. 
Eight  girls  taking  home  economics  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  being  waitresses  at  the  Junior-Senior  Re- 
ception. Those  having  this  honor  were:  Charlene 
Cagle,  Catherine  Kearns,  Edna  Mae  Winningham, 
De  Ette  Austin,  Virginia  Lisk,  Maxine  Cole, 
Helen    Bulla,   and    Edna    Davis. 

That  year  we  had  the  misfortune  of  losing 
Mr.  H.  J.  Hilker  as  superintendent;  but  we  were 
very  fortunate,  indeed,  in  having  in  his  place 
such  a  fine  man  as  Mr.  Reginald  Turner.  Tak- 
ing everything  into  consideration,  we  had 
smoother  sailing  the  whole  year  than  in  our 
freshman    year. 

Only  ninety-seven  students,  forty-eight  boys 
and  forty-nine  girls  survived  the  second  voyage 
to  enter  into  the  third,  which  was  a  very  happy 
and  delightful  one.  This  year  we  again  had  only 
two  groups  of  sailors,  over  which  Miss  Cornelia 
Avers  and  Mr.  John  Garrett  presided.  Ever 
since  we  had  been  in  the  lower  grades,  we  had 
looked  forward  to  being  juniors  and  going  to 
the  Junior- Senior.  It  was  a  very  glorious  occa- 
sion. This  year  nine  of  our  members  had  the 
honor  of  being  enlisted  in  the  National  Hon- 
orary Beta  Club.  They  were:  Catherine  Kearns, 
Marie  Craven,  Dorothv  Hix,  Edna  Mae  Winning- 
ham,  Helen  Philips,  Donald  Yow.  J.  C.  Ellen, 
David  Stedman,  and  Truett  Frazier.  Catherine 
Kearns  was  elected  vice-president  of  North 
Carolina  Beta  Clubs,  and  we  were  quite  proud 
of  her  indeed.  Another  honor  was  bestowed  upon 
the  Junior  Class,  that  of  furnishing  marshals  for 
Commencement.  They  were  chosen  by  the  Senior 
Class,  and  included:  David  Stedman.  Chief  Mar- 
shal ;  Catherine  Kearns,  Catherine  Patterson.  Ma- 
rie Craven,  Truett  Frazier,  J.  C.  Ellen,  and 
Donald    Yow. 


The  girls  of  the  Junior  Class  made  a  daisy 
chain,  and  presented  it  to  the  seniors  on  Class 
Night.  Every  junior  girl  took  part  in  this.  You 
can  see,  by  this  record,  that  this  was  one  of  our 
most    exciting    voyages. 

Twenty-six  boys  and  thirty-eight  girls  entered 
into  the  fourth  and  last  voyage  as  full-fledged 
seniors.  We  were  very  much  excited,  and  yet 
sad,  realizing  that  this  would  be  our  last  voyage 
in  clear  old  Asheboro  High.  This  was  the  first 
year  since  1934  to  have  two  senior  home  rooms. 
Divided  into  two  sections,  a  total  of  sixty-four 
seniors,  we  have  sailed  with  Mr.  John  J.  Garrett 
and  Miss  Massa  E.  Lambert  as  pilots.  The  offi- 
cers of  the  ckss  included :  Divid  Stedman  pres- 
ident; J.  C.  Ellen,  vice-president;  Marie  Craven, 
secretary;  and  Truett  Frazier.  treasurer.
